_ Naniwa; hence the steamer wasdestroyed.”” 
‘This extraordinary ‘special telegram’ 
opens the door to quite a number of 
interesting queties. IfCaptaln GaLsworTHY 
and Mr. Tamwrxix have filed 
affidavits ‘at the Japanese consulate 
in Shanghai they must have returned to

The increase is less than might 
have been expected from accounts recelved af 
new discoveries and greater activity {o prospect. 
ing, bot some facts making the other. way 
mast be considered, Most of by silver 
ores contain more or less gold. The closing 
of silver plants bas to that extent cut 
down the gold product. Neveda and New 
Mexico, for instance, show a decrease of 25.564 
and 22,229 ounces respectively, most of which is 
probably due to this cause, and to the fact that 
but little gold {8 produced there except in 
conjanctton with sliver, Colorad>, on the other 
band, shows the large -(ncrease of 99,072 
ounces, a gain of nearly 4o per. cent, over 
the preceding year, There Is ‘gold to 
be found in Colorado. apart from silver, 


and the silver miners. out of « fo seem: 


to have found a good deal of it, Stmifar reautts, 
are seen in Montana, which shows an increase 
of 29,000 ounces, It must also be remembered 
that the effect of the diversion of industry from 
allver to gold minfog was plainly confined to 
about six months of the year, Callforn{s shows 
a falling off of 23,796 ounces, which {s contrary 
to anticipation and calle for explanation. A 
partis! one may be found in the sdentssion of Miot 
Director Preston that ble figures are probably 
below the actual production, being $1,000,000 
less than the aggregated values reported by the 
agents of the bureau, all of which has not been 
traced.

years, Within the last ten years rebsliions hive 
been of frequent occurrence in Korea, and have 
been repeatedly subdued by China, There was 
a rebellion In the 4th Moon of this year, and the 
King of Korea earnestly invoked assistance from 
us, Viceroy Li Hung-chang was accordingly 
ordered to despatch troops to Korea, and as tha 
troops reached Asan the rebels were dispersed. 
But Japan, without any justificatlon, suddenly 
poured troops [nto Seoul, the capital of 
Korea, The Japanese force was subsequently 
increased to over 10,c00 strong, with @ 
view to coerce Korea to change its Govern» + 
ment, The attitude of the present dynasty 
towards China's dependencies (including Korea) 
has been, while extending sprotectlon to. them, 
to allow them a free hand as to the forms of 
government they might sdopt. The trealy 
made between Japan and Korea was in terms 
of equality, and it had nothing {fn {t which 
allowed japan to compel Korea by. force to 
change her form of Government. The other 
Powers, knowlng. that Japan, wilhout any 
reason or justification, was attempting to cocrce 
Korea, tried to influence the Jzpanese Govern. 
ment to recall tht troops and to come to an 
amicable settlement on the points of dispute 
with China. To this advice Japan turned - 
a deafear, and ls silll continuing lo strengihen — 
its position in Korea. As a consequence the 
people of Korea and the Chi.ese merchants 
resident {n Seoul were subjected to unnecessary 
disturbances and dangers, To protect them 
China sent relnforcements, but onr transporte 
were soddenly attacked on the way by a Japan. 
ere ficet In the waters in front of Asan, and 
several were damaged. 

Now, It {s apparent to all that Jopan is utterly, 
disregarding ber treaty obligations and the 
common course of justice, and Is moft 
haughty and instdlous in her conduct, and it 
beboves China to proclalm to the whole world 
that, while observing the most benevolent wad 
righteous principles througkoot the whole aff) ir, 
we cannot tolerate any more of Japan's violatlesna , 
-of treaty obligations and ber utterly unjustifin ble 
step of taking offenalve measures. Li Hung. 
chang 1s now, therefore, ardered to send, with out 
loss of time, large armies ta Korea so as to 
prevent’ the people of that country from hav ing 
to suffer at the hards of the Japanese ; sand 
be {s also ordered to inttruct the Mancha 
Generals, the Viceroys, and (he Governors of the 
varfous matltimes previrces to keep x vigilant 
watch 50 an to prevent any Japanese ships from 
entering any frts, and to fire at and utte ly 
destroy any ships which may attempt 10 mol est 
the ports. Any officer showing disinclination to

THE PLAGUE BACILLI IN CANTON. 

To rus Epiton or rue ‘' Honakowa TauxaRari.” 

S$1p,—T-have been very reluctant to send you 
the following observations made. by me af the 
plague beclius and when I do ft now it Is with 
the hone that everybody Interested, and espe- 


elally Dr, Kitasato, will bear in mind that I do 


not Intend to setan amateur's observations, such 
as mine only are, against thoxe of the experienced 
Prefessor, I only wish to further aclence aw far * 
as possible by discusston, and am quite prepared 
to be told that J am altogether, wrong. 

- Tobtained my objects through the frlondly 
assistance of a Chinese phystclan, and com+ 
Menced with ‘blood obtained by pricking the 
points of the fingers (a Chinese mode of treat- 
ment) and found becl!!l In one case out of ten, 
My text experiment was with blood obtained 
from the swellings in groins and armplts, In 
which I found bacilli in cight cases out of ten, 
Next I obtaloed bleod and matier from the small 
bolls with which many of the patlents are 
covered, and found bactillifn all the four cases 
tested, and in large quantities, Allthese I man- 
aged tocultlvate. Then I got the contents of 
Intestines, parts of lungs, blood near the heart, . 
and parts of tho swellings from « body six hours. 
alter death; Baclilf was discovered only In the 
swelllogs, and I did not succeed in its cultlva- 
tion, I must asy though that all these objects 
werekept on Ice for one night, ae it wan too late to 
examine them on the same day. All these coltiva- 
Hons were made on blood serum at 37 deg. C. 

The shape of the bacllll was perfectly round, 
but as arule two, or four, or alx were close 
together~very seldom three. Sometimes they 
looked Ike one elongated body, but on nearer 
inspectfon they could always be separated, © 
They evidently Increase by division, bence the 
pairs. They were without movement. Their 
sesemblance to those of pemphygus contagious 
was remarkable; {n fact, I could not tell the 
difference, except that they are much smaller,

NAUTICAL RETROSPECTS IN 
CHINA, 


Part Ll : 

Tho arval of the famous tea-clipper TAsr- 
mopyla in Shanghai will cause the minds of 
many old China hands to revert to the fiftles, 
s'xttes, and the beginning of the seventles, when 
the annual race home of those superb argosies 
—the tea-clippers—with the new season's teas, 
was not only the all-absorbing topic for the time 
among Europrans .throughout the length aad 
breadth of the Flowery Land, but was an event 
of almost universal interest, at least, s0 far as 
the two great maritime countries, Great Britein 
and the United States, were concerned, Lands- 
men in the Far East were in those good old days 
all more or tess connected with shipping, and 
they vencrally knew as much about a ship—and 
those who did not know prolessed to do so— 
with the names of her safls and spars, as any of 
the worthy clipper or Eat Indiaman sktppers of 
the orthodox, thorough, tea-dog type with whom 
they hobnobbed at the hong and mutually drank 
success to the run home, 

The Shanghal river was. at that pericd 
crowded with Brhish and American: ssiling 
ships, the majority of them being magni- 
firent specimens of naval architecture, but 
somewhat small in comparison to the four 
or five-masted cathedrals” that are to be seen 
oflost rcwea-days, ranging as they did from 7oo 

“to T,o00 tons, Since steam asserted its domina- 
tlon and since vesscls propelled by steam came 
itt» penral use, seiling vessels have been set 
aside to aprealcegree, but they have not at any 
Ime filly abandored the ocean to the ungrace- 
ful steamer, People thought once that the days 
of, saiung-ships were over; "but published 
statistics show thot forthe past fifteen yerra they 
have been annually increasing both in number 
and tunvage. Lying Io Shanghal river to-day 
are to be seen some of the largest sailing-vesscls 
Inthe wold, and a yreater, number of them 
together than have been at this port for a length 
of time Of these there ave elpht British ships 
ayeregatng 11,486 tong, four Americana aggre. 
gating Ggrt tous—one af which,-the Roanoke 
fa herself 3,49 tons— + Siamese barque of 656 
tons, rnda@ Janarese bargue. 

In the eat ays in China, os {9 well known, 
spreat rivalry od competition existed between 
the }itsh and the Americans ag to who should 
obtaln the lton's share of the carrying-trade from 
China to England ac well as to the United 
Srates, ard for a Ume—uolll 1866, at apy rate— 
Brother Jonathan. casrted the laurels, mach to 
the uneasiness of Hrlish shipowners, who were 
for x yexror two subsequent to the repeal of the 
Navigadon L.ws tn 1449 in rather » despondent 
stinte, and const quent upon the Act coming into 
force at the begineine of 1850 many of them had 
sold thelr ships to fore. pners and abandoned the 
oc'an ann field of en'erprise altogether, 

“rhe Amertcan vessels, owing to their excellent 
sailing capabiiities, had the t’hina trade, both 
to Enpland and. the States, in thelr hands, and 
every clforl tho Brirish made in sending out ship 
after ship ta compete with the Yankee shina In 
apecd proved unsuccessful. The Baring, Yoke 
oGaunt, Euphrates, Monarch, and Foam, which 
nppeared successively In Chinese waters, wero on 
the whole staurcher craftthan the Americansand 

eHvered their cargoes'in better condition, but 
they could not come near thelr’ rivala fn speed. 
The American ships had low hulls, great beam, 
very fine Ines, and with yards so square as to 
spread a much larger amount of canvas 1p pro- 
portion to thelr tonnage than any vessel hitherto 
built. And the frelghts, too, that they received 
were very high, much more so than what the 
British vessels, then passing through « severe 
ordeal, were offered, The splelte of Britiah ship-, 
owners were indeed at a low ebb, and It seemed 
almost hopeless-to expect that Britlsh ship- 
builders could construct salling-vessels | of 
sufficiently fine nes to compete {n speed with 
the Oriental, Challenge, Bald Eagh, Sea Witch, 
Flying Cloud, and other shmilar celebrated 
vessels, 

Withal the Brlitsh beld steadily on and 
continued the strugyle to maintaln thelr trade 
with China, which they saw was gradually and 
annutlly slipping thretgh thelr fingers, They 
were not discomfited. Itwas @ dark time for 
them, but the darkest hour is just before the 
dawn. And the dawn took place in 1851 when 
onthe rst of September of that year the clipper 
Ganges, belonging to Lelth, commanded by 
Captain Deas, left Whampoa for London, 
followed next day by the American clippers 
Flying Cloud and Bald Eagle, bound for the’ 
same port. It was a pre-arranged race between 
the three ships which aroused the. greatest 
Interest and excitement all over China wherever 

- Europeans were. There were haavy bets, too, on 
the issue of the contest, the Americans, an was to 
be expected, belng the favourites, The south-west 
monsoon belne strong, the Ganges made a rather 
long passage to Anjer, In the Stralteof Sunda, 
and Captald Deas was somewhat anxious as to 

‘the whereabouts of hirtwo American frlends. 
Much to ‘bis satisfaction, however, when 
he reached Anjer he found that neither of 

‘them had yet passed through the Straits, 

_ On the 16th December—r1o7 days out—-the 
Ganges artived in the English Chancel, without 
having got a glimpse of the Americans during 
the passage, and on the following morning was 
off Portland well in-shore and under short sall, 
lght-winds from north-east and weather thick. 
Aboot Bam. the wind freshened and the haze 
cleared off when, lo and behold | what should 
be descried about three miles to windward of the | 
Ganges bot our two Americans having thelr. 
Stars and Strlpes flying for a pilot. Captaln 
Deas at once: hoisted signals for a pilot also, 
and, as-by this time several pilot-cutters were 
standing out from Weymouth, the Ganges belng 
mearest In-shore got her pilot first, and the 
breeze had then considerably freshened, The 
Ganges, which was a mach smaller vossel than 
either the Flyéng Cloud or the Bald Zagis, then 
filled away on the port tack, Captain Deas, 
contrary to his custom, for he was a very 
cautlous man, crowding on all small sails. 
The: Americans. recelved thele pilots ‘and 
‘were aller the Ganges without delay, and 

then ensued a splendid race, with wind 
dead ahead, and all three ships making 
ahorttacks, The Ganges proved berself to be 
the most weatherly of the three, and sha gained 
materially and noticeably onevery tack In-shore, 
and carled no way bebiad In fore-reaching. 
‘The end of the race was that the Ganges arrived 
off Dungeness six hous abeed of ber two com- 
potitors, and was soug in the: London Docks 
jwenty-four hours before the Fiying Clowd and 
thirty-six hours before the Bald Eagle, 

‘Tho money lost on this race was a 

fous amount. This wasthedawo, The broad 

ight of the day was yet to come, Mr, Richard 

Green's CAalisnger next appeared on the acene 
snd ran cleau. away from the American ship 
Ghatlenge, which she was bullt tocompete with; 
hence ber.name, : 

Mesire. Jardine, Matheson & Co. thes sent 
the Stornoway, the Chrysolite, und the Cafra- 
germ out ta Chinese waters whith proved 
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fleeter ships than any of the American vessels, 
were more stroogly built, and by delivering thelr 
cargoca in better ‘ condition soon became 
fevourltes, Then’ in 1856 the fast clipper 
Lord of the Islas, commanded by Captain 
Maxton, : beat everything fn « race to London 
from Foochow, and from that tlme British 
salling vessels by rapid gradatlons gained a 
complete ascendency over all opponents In the 
Chive trade, and carried all before them, 
wntil they, in turn, were supplanted by British 
steamers. It so happened then that Instead of 
American clippers bringing teas from China to 
supply the London market, English clippers only 
were engeged to load the early teas from China 
to New York, Nor was it [n the China trade 
that British salling ships so completely out- 
stripped every other opponent, The ships 
belonging to the reat Unes to India, Australla, 
and New Zealand were marvellogs specimens 
of grace and beanty, not surpassed in appearance 
by the finest yachts, and much more easy to 
handle, In speed, too, many of them were 
equal to the majority of the British clippers {n 
the Ching trade, while as to strength, no salling- 
vessels have been ever produced elther In Great 
Britaia or the United States’ that could be 
classed as thelr superiors. They were of the 
best materlal; put together by the most excellent 
and deftest workmanship that the world has ever 
seen; and when on the open orean, akimming 
on thelr way under fall sa{l in fine weather, or 
roarlng along under reefed topsails fn am gale, 
they were indeed “things of beanty” second to 
nothing else on earth.—V C. Datly News. -.

The biggest armonr-clade {n the world are the 
Ttallan Jiaffa and Lepanto, alster ships, each of 
vessels of 14,150 tons displacement. Next 
to them come the monster Britaln battle- 
ships of the Royal Sovercign class, -Thero 
In turn will be surpassed by the Mapwificent 
and Majestic, each of which will displace 
14,900 tons, The largest armour-clad which 
the French flag floxts {s the Admtral 
Raudin ot 1.909 tons, and next to her ta the 
Lazare Carnot, only eighty tons smaller, Gere 
many's largest amour-clad ls the Biandendure, 
of 9.840 tons, . : 

Austria has never built any armonr-clads save 
thoterf moderate dimensions, her largest, the 
Tagetthog, belng of 7,469 tons.

Britain is the only naval power that persists 
in the policy of bullding them, and apparently 
she is nearing a halt. 

The Italians have come to the conclusion that 
in indicated by the dimensions of ther latest 
armour-cladauthorized which will have 9,800 tons 
displacement, The determination of France and’ 
the United States to keep thelr battlesbips under 
32,000 tons was deliberately taken by each 
Government, after welgbing welght agalnst 
effctency. In thls policy Russia also agrecs, 
the largest of her armour-clads lo service being 
the Grorgt Pobledonossts of 10,280 tons, while 
her naval constroctors regard 12,000 tons as 
about the proper Ilmit. 

Of the crulsers now aflvat the Russian Aurtk 
fs the largest, and probably, taklog all things 
into consideration, the most powerful. She is 
armour belted and {9 of 10,900 tons displacemen’, 
almost 3,000 tons larger than the Blake, The 
British have authorized (wo cruisers of 14,000 
tonsesch, being determined to see the Kurth 
and go her 3,100 fons better, Asin the case of 
armour-clads, Britaln starids alone In accepting 
this challenge, Her Blake and Blenheim are 
notonly exceeded by the Rurtk, but by the 
Spanish Emperador Carlos v., which bas 9,235 
tona displacement. 

The lergest: French cruiser in actual service 
Is the D'Entrecasteauzx, of 7,900 tona, but the 

“anne @Arc is being enlarged to a total 

Usplacement of 8,700 tons, The largest crulser 
class of the Italian service, either sfloat or 
authorized, displace 6,500 tons each, which Is 
450 tons more than Germany's leader, the 
Katsirin Augusta, The largest of the United 
States crulsers afloat is the New Yor?, of 8,150 
tons, while the Brooklyn, boliding, will be 1,000 
tons larger.— Boston Transcript,
